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Examiner's Comment 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 22, 
2007 has been entered.

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As previously mentioned in the Office Action mailed March 5, 2007, a lighting 
device comprising a light source, 1 st and 2 nd magnifiers and an adjusting mechanism to 
adjustably move the 1 st and 2 nd magnifier lenses wherein the adjusting mechanism 
having a cylindrical barrel member and a pair of sleeve/slot members which are 
associated with male and female receptacles to move the pair of sleeve members 
axially relative to each other. Because prior art taken as a whole does not show, 
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suggest nor is there any motivation to combine them, the claims are deemed patentable 
over the prior art of record. 

Korpert (USPN 3,896,466) teaches control mechanism for varifocal objective 
(e.g., photography) comprising, a front lens group centered on an axis including a first 
pair of shiftable component each movable along the axis at a rate different from that of 
the other component, a rear lens group coaxial with the front lens group including a 
second pair of shiftable components each movable along the axis at a rate different 
from that of the other component. However, a prior art reference does not disclose a 
light source for generating a light beam, where 1 st and 2 nd magnifiers and its adjusters 
are utilized to adjust size of the light beam and provide a substantially uniform light 
beam.
